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BUILDING BYE-LAWS REVISION: AN ESSENTIAL 
FOR RECONSTRUCTION 


T was the late W. S. Gilbert who indicated 
that every child born into this world alive is 
essentially a politician. This suggests that the 
political business must be more overcrowded than 
that of building, which in turn may account 
for the volume of matter written and spoken 
concerning the political situation relative to post- 
war building with utter disregard for practical 
building problems. 

A notable exception is furnished by a recent 
letter to The Times by Mr. Alfred Bossom, M.P., 
F.R.I-B.A. Here we have a case advanced by 
one who is not only a politician but a well-known 
architect, calling attention to the steps which 
must be taken by the Government and its Ministers 
if we are to be in a position to meet the situation 
when the warends. The requirements set out are : 


(1) The Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning must establish principles controlling 


new layouts. 

(2) Priority of buildings in different places 
must be settled. 

(3) The Government’s financial attitude 
towards new buildings should be announced to 
enable public authorities to make their plans. 


(4) Future values of land must be established 
in some simple and understandable form. 


(5) Architects and engineers must know of 
any new building regulations to be made so that 
they may proceed with the preparation of their 
plans and specifications. 


To these five requirements, Mr. Bossom adds, 
‘“‘ The Ministries of Works and Health, too, should 
at the earliest moment co-operate to end the 
anomalies now permitted in the application of 
building laws and regulations, and produce a 
unified code of building practices based on sim- 
plified, modern, elastic and standard methods 
applicable throughout the country.” 

The necessity for taking such steps must be 
regarded as unquestionable if, at the conclusion 
of hostilities, building is not to be thrown into a 
chaos in comparison with which the chaos that 
followed the last war would appear to be orderly. 
But the urgency suggested by the demand that 
the work should be put in hand at the “ earliest 
moment ”’ if something in the nature of a national 
catastrophe is to be averted, is not so generally 
appreciated for the simple reason that few realise 
the extent of the task. 

In the past, the revisions of the building laws 
have comprised periodic operations with scissors 
and paste, added to a judicious use of the blue 
pencil on the patch-work pages. But this demand 
for a code that shall be simple, modern and elastic 


is something revolutionary and envisages the 
relinquishing of the old copybook and the making 
of a new beginning on blank pages. 

Something of the sort was attempted in the new 
L.C.C. Bye-laws (1937)—and to a certain extent 
in the contemporary Model Bye-laws—when, for 
instance, bricks were graded and appropriate limita- 
tions of working stresses were prescribed. Here, 
indeed, was something modern, elastic and, to the 
competent designer,simple. But in the past, not all 
designers of buildings have possessed the requisite 
knowledge of their business to enable them t& 
determine the thickness of their walls on the 
basis of loads and stresses ; and to accommodate 
these the scissors and paste supplied, as an alter- 
native method, the old schedule of wall thicknesses 
in relation to height and length based on the 
assumption that the materials consist of the 
poorest bricks and the weakest mortar that the 
building surveyor is likely to permit. 

This old-established method of control by 
specific requirements is not only uneconomical but 
lacks the elasticity demanded by Mr. Bossom. 
What would happen if the builder elected to 
employ some material other than bricks and 
mortar—some new substitute possibly to meet the 
post-war shortage and not contemplated by the 
bye-laws ? Only when the requirements are ex- 
pressed in terms of performance instead of by the 
specification of definite materials and methods 
will the building laws cease to bar the way of 
constructional development and march abreast of 
modern practice. 

To permit of the expression of building laws in 
such a form, however, would require basic data 
which would have to be ascertained. To take 
again the instance of the wall; its functions are 
not only stability but fire prevention, protection 
from weather and climatic extremes and, in fact, 
all the matters comprised in the word “ habit- 
ability.” All this would entail much long overdue 
research. 

But to hope that this may be “ in a sufficiently 
advanced stage to meet the situation when the 
war ends ” would betoken either undue optimism 
in regard to the speed with which the work could 
be done or pessimism in regard to the duration of 
the war. 

In the meantime, we note (vide a reply by Mr. 
George Hicks to a question in Parliament) that 
every step is to be taken to secure the most 
effective use of codes of good building practice 
when these are completed [by the Codes of Practice 
Committee of the Ministry of Works] and that the 
aim, will be to make them applicable throughout 
the country.

The Replanning of York. 

At a meeting of the Streets and 
Buildings Committee of York City 
Council the generous offer was an- 
nounced of the Joseph Rowntree 
Village Trust, to contribute £1,500 to 
pay the fees and expenses for the 
engagement of Professor Adshead, 
F.R.1.B.A., to advise and assist the 
City Engineer in the preparation and 
revision of the York planning scheme. 
Major C. W. Needham, F.R.I.B.A., a 
member of the Town Planning Insti- 
tute, would help with the detailed 
schemes, which would be discussed 
with a Civic Committee. 


Replanning of Hull, 

Proressor Patrick ABERCROMBIE and 
Sir Edwin Lutyens, the expert ad- 
visors of the Hull Corporation on 
replanning and reconstruction, have 
written setting out their proposals for 
the method to be adopted in preparing 
a reconstruction and _ replanning 
scheme for Hull, with a brief estimate 
of cost, including their fees and the 
provision of office accommodation. 
They stated that for the purpose of 
estimating the cost they were assum- 
ing that the work could be completed 
in one year, but they had had frequent 
experience of the time required being 
extended owing to circumstances over 
which neither the Corporation nor 
they themselves had control. A small 
sub-committee has been set up to take 
any further steps necessary in connec- 
tion with the appointment of Sir 
Edwin and Professor Abercrombie as 
the Corporation’s experts. 


Maidstone Civic Society. 

A MEETING was held in the Town 
Hall, Maidstone, recently, to consider 
the formation of a’ Civic Society. 
Amongst those present were the Mayor 
and Town Council, representatives of 
the Bench, Education, South-Eastern 
Society of Architects, Builders’ Federa- 
tion, Rotary, Chamber of Commerce, 
Archeological Society, and large busi- 
ness concerns in and around the town. 
The speakers were Mr. Alfred C. 
Bossom, M.P., F.R.I.B.A., Mr. Sidney 
H. Loweth, F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., and 
Mr. Cecil Burns, F.R.I.B.A. After 
discussion, the Mayor, Sir Garrard 
Tyrwhitt-Drake, put the resolution to 
the meeting which was carried unani- 
mously. 


London Society. 

THE annual meeting of the London 
Society will be held on Thursday, 
April 22, at 2.15 p.m., at St. Martin’s 
School of Art, Charing Cross-road, 
W.C.2. Lord Esher will preside, and 
the meeting will coincide with a 
special exhibition on ‘‘ The Continuity 
of the English Town.” This will re- 
main open until May 8, 10 a.m. till 
7 p.m, (except April 22, when the open- 
ing hour is 3 p.m.) Admission free. 
This will show a collection of drawings, 
photographs, etc., designed to empha- 
sise the tradition which has been 
manifested in our towns, both great 
and small, from our earliest ages. 
Twelve societies have co-operated in 
the arrangements for the exhibition. 
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A Prefabrication Film. 


Unper the auspices of the Timber’ 


Development Association a film on the 
prefabrication of buildings—“-A City 
Comes to Alexander’s Corners ’—was 
shown in London last week. The 
Association’s object in showing this 
film was to demonstrate the possibili- 
ties of prefabrication (perhaps better 
called “precision building ’’) as one 
of the methods of solving, at least to 
some extent, the inevitable post-war 
housing problem, which will be an 
urgent demand for a large number of 
houses in a very short time. Points 
of particular interest in the film were 
that 5,000 houses were erected in five 
months to provide homes for naval 
dockyard workers; the houses stand 
on prefabricated concrete piers and 
timber underpinning which form the 
foundations; all wall, floor and roof 
sections are made by the use of simply 
constructed timber jigs; coverings of 
plywood or ‘“ Homasote”’ wallboard 
are glued to timber framing by the use 
of portable ‘“‘ glue guns,” and held 
firm with nails whilst the glue sets. 
This is a very strong method of con- 
struction. 

The actual time of erection of the 
houses after the foundations are laid 
is between 35-40 minutes. The wall 
sections average 14 minutes only for 
erection. Prefabrication of plumbing 
and methods of installation reduce 
costs and allow much higher quality 
fitments to be used in low-cost, types 
of building.

Many aspects of post-war recon- 
struction are being considered by 
architects at the present time, and 
there can be no doubt that the 
housing of the people with the neces- 
sary social amenities must be the first 
task of any Government which is in 
power after the war. 

Both on grounds of architectural 
importance and spiritual require- 
ments ecclesiastical buildings will, if 
not immediately, at an early date, 
have to be given serious and° sympa- 
thetic consideration by the powers 
that be. 

The question of the future of churches 
is one that almost every architect will be 
keen to consider without respect to par- 
ticular religious convictions, because it 
seems certain that throughout the past 





history of this country no one particular 
type of building has called forth so much 
ability in the art of architecture as that 
of church building, even allowing for the 
fact that since the Renaissance it has 
perhaps lost absolute supremacy ; but that 
is only right and proper, bearing in mind 
that other aspects of human life had pre- 
viously been seriously neglected. 

The air raids have involved the damage 
and destruction of churches in every big city 
of England, and even villages as well, and 
architects will be called upon to consider 
the cases of ancient medizeval churches, 
important ecclesiastical buildings of the 
Renaissance period, and, last but not 
least, the excellent churches built in the 
last century, mainly under the Trac- 
tarian influence, and it will be necessary 
to decide about their fate regardless of 
date or style. 

I am personally more able to speak from 
experience in work for the Church of 
England, knowing something of the 
measures which the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties have agreed with the War Damage 
Commission, but I have no doubt that 
corresponding measures have _ been 
arranged with other Christian bodies, 
and, architecturally speaking, the problem 
is the same. 

I believe I am right in saying that while 
Dr. Lang was Archbishop of Canterbury a 
far-reaching agreement was come to, very 
wise in its intention, that the rebuilding 
of churches should not be according to 





particular buildings or sites, but in accor- 
dance with the spiritual needs of the 
peoples attending them. It is therefore 
clear that where a particular church is 
damaged beyond reasonable repair and is 
at the same time redundant for spiritual 
needs, it may be decided that it is no 
longer required in its present position, but 
some new church, perhaps bearing the 
same dedication as heretofore, should be 
built on a new site and in a new inhabited 
district. 

On this issue there is the opportunity 
for a very interesting discussion, as many 
things of a controversial nature are in- 
volved, and the purpose of this article is 
merely to outline a few and to invite com- 
ment, because at present the subject is in 
the main quiescent, as the building of 
churches cannot be regarded in the same 
light as other buildings while the war is 
sill in progress; but, as with . other 
matters of reconstruction, a little previous 
thought will be valuable when the time 


Comes to deal with the problem in a prac- 
tical way. 
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THE FUTURE OF CHURCH BUILDING 


IN RELATION TO AIR-RAID DAMAGE AND DESTRUCTION. 


In the main, there are two types of 
churches to consider: (1) those of defi- 
nitely archeological interest, regardless of 
their particular architectural merit, includ- 
ing buildings of the medieval period and 
of the Renaissance, as well as, of course, 
earlier examples ; and (2) churches of more 
recent date, but noble as examples of 
architecture, if not distinguished by centu- 
ries of age. 

In regard to the first class, I suppose, if 
it were possible to restore a building, no 
one would dispute this should it be archi- 
tecturally or archwologically one of out- 
standing merit, even if it were not required 
for religious purposes and must take its 
place as a museum piece; but the second 
class provides a much more controversial 
problem. 

I am thinking particularly of the fine 
churches built by such architects as 
Butterfield, Pearson, Street, Bodley, and a 
long list of architects inspired by the 
religious revival of the last century, whose 
buildings would, I suspect, be regarded as 
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non-essential to the art of architecture by 
those of a functionalist inclination, but 
which, to those who know them, possess 
qualities of design which are so deeply 
impregnated with devotion that they can- 
not be passed over without a moment’s 
thought as entirely inferior to archeologi- 
cally interesting buildings. 

Now here comes the controversial issue, 
and it is one which I do not feel able to 
express a definite opinion upon, because 
both aspects of the case are deserving of 
consideration. 

I believe that past experience in the re- 
building of churches quite definitely shows 
that to reconstruct a church on a new site, 
even if it has not been damaged by enemy 
action but is painfully and quietly pulled 
down stone by stone, is neither an econo- 
mic nor very meritorious exploit, architec- 
turally speaking; but whether parts of a 
building can be incorporated in a new 
design, having some affinity with the 
original, and whether the value of the 
material saved or the value of the senti- 
ment attached to the actual stones is worth 
retaining in some instances is a matter for 
decision.

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While I realise to the full that such a 
building could not be compared either with 
the original or perhaps with a modern 
building of entirely new design, I think 
that in some instances there is a real case 
for preserving what can be salvaged of ex- 
cellent buildings of the past, and incorpor- 
ating these parts in a new building which, 
while based on a new design, is sympa- 
thetic in spirit to the old, because not only 
would excellent material and craftsman- 
ship be preserved, but from a spiritual 
point of view many new districts would 
regard as a treasure the “‘blitzed”’ remains 
of churches bearing a past spiritual heri- 
tage deeply rooted in the history of the 
church, even if Jess than 100 years old. 

I think I am right in saying that while 
the rebuilding of a stone church has been 
proved uneconomic and of doubtful value, 
as somehow after great expenditure only 
the corpse of a church is offered up to the 
worshippers, the careful preservation of 
things like stone windows, doorways, 
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arcades, and so forth, and their re-use in 
a new design is sometimes worth consider- 
ing for the reasons previously mentioned, 
and the result, as I have proved person- 
ally, may well be a building containing 
features which would be economically 
impossible, even in pre-war days, and 
make it difficult for the architect to decide 
whether, in using these old materials and 
furnishings, he has spoilt the old building 
or by virtue of them has erected one 
better than he could otherwise do. I think 
from a financial point of view the latter is 
definitely the case; from the point of 
view of design it is an open question. 
But what is quite certain is that the 
remains of many a church of the last 
century are enshrined in the hearts of 
English churchpeople, and have a some- 
what similar relationship to their spiritual 
lives as one must suppose that the relics 
of saints enshrined in medieval abbeys 
and cathedrals had to the people of those 
times.

Holidays with Pay. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 


Srr,—It seems important to rectify 
at once a possible source of misunder- 
standing in the letter of Mr. C. B. 
Richardson in your last issue. He 
quoted a letter from the Ministry of 
Works and deduced therefrom that 
“there is nothing whatever to stop 
the employer paying the accumulated 
amounts to the operative at termina- 
tion of employment, thereby wholly 
discharging the employer from his 
liability. For that matter it could be 
paid weekly.” 

Mr. Richardson comments that ‘‘ it will 
be generally admitted that that would not 
be desirable nor is it the intention, as the 
operative’s holiday would not be ‘en- 
sured.” .In this comment he is quite 
correct, but his main deduction is not 
justifiable. The payment of extra moneys 
weekly, or on termination of employment, 
would not secure for the operatives con- 
ditions equivalent to the provisions of the 
agreed eo iy Indeed, the view is taken 
that the making of extra weekly cash 

yments would in itself be in conflict 
with Regulation 56AB.

Tendering: a Plea for Simplification. 
To tHE Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir,—The effects of the present 
upheaval will undoubtedly react on 
different industries in a variety of 
directions, and there can be little 
doubt as to the ultimate demands on 
the construction—or, more correctly, 
the reconstruction—trades. Of major 
importance will be the placing and 
handling of contracts and the various 
steps leading up to these. Conditions 
will be difficult, especially in view of 
the probability that whatever may be 
maintained of war-time “ ceilings,” or 
Government control, the markets for 
such materials as may be obtainable, 
as well as for labour, transport, and 
the like, will be for a long time very 
unsettled. Contractors may well fight 
shy of quoting anything approaching 
fixed, prices, and much of the work to 
be done will be very urgent. No time 


should be wasted on some of the 
cumbersome methods of the past, and 
many of the lessons already learnt in 
the turmoil of war-time contracting 
will have to be adapted to peace-time 
conditions. 

The writer, during a considerable period 
of the war spent on the other side of the 
Atlantic, has met many Canadian and 
American construction engineers, many of 
whom, in their turn, have had oppor- 
tunities of studying British methods. In 
many such quarters no secret is made of 
the fact that our transatlantic friends 
anticipate sharing to a considerable extent 
in European reconstruction business, in- 
cluding that in Great Britain. Americans 
base their hopes for this partly on the 
probability, so far as can be seen at 
ptesent, of their better financial position. 
That, however, is a matter on which other 
opinions may be held, and it is, moreover, 
outside the scope of this article. Both 
Canadians and Americans believe that 
they will have many opportunities of out- 
distancing British conservatism by their 
more direct methods. In the mechanisa- 
tion of our industries they agree that, at 
long last, we have in most directions 
caught up with them—in agriculture, sur- 
prisingly, we appear to have outstripped 
them—and they are unanimous in their 
admiration of British workpeople and 
workmanship, but they are very inclined 
to wonder at our methods of “setting 
about’ our work, particularly in respect 
to large contracts. 

A typical objective of their surprise is 
our faith in our dear old friend the bill 
of quantities, and the voluminous specifi- 
cations, conditions of contract, etc., 
through which the would-be British con- 
tractor has to grope his way. Experience 
of many contracts on the other side has 
largely converted the writer to their way 
of thinking. He has seen and admired 
the simplicity and forthrightness of much 
of their procedure, but, more than this, 
he has found that their methods induce 
an infinitely greater sense of security and 
satisfaction than is the case with our 
more unwieldy systems. This is weil illus- 
trated by their methods of placing a large 
contract, either manufacturing or con- 
structional. It will almost surely be 
placed on an ‘‘on-cost’”’: basis, termed 
there a ‘‘cost-plus”’.contract. The title 
is apt, for it leaves to be settled what 
‘‘plus”’ shall be added, and there are 
numerous ways in which this can be 
arrived at.  ‘‘ Plusses’’ may be percent- 
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ages calculated on various systems, or 
they may be fixed sums, with or without 
bonus additions and/or penalties. The 
py depends on factors such as the 
class of contract, the local conditions, and 
so on. Here it is proposed to deal with 
one type of ‘‘ plus a fixed sum”’ contract, 
termed the ‘‘ management fee’’ contract, 
as being most applicable to building and 
construction work. As its name implies, 
it allows for the payment to the contrac. 
tor of the whole net cost of the work, 
plus a sum which includes his profit 
and certain specified services which are 
not “included in the net cost. The 
manner in which the figures are arrived 
at will be described below. The 
system is very largely used in both 
Canada and U.S.A. in contracts for build. 
ing work, equipment operations and the 
like. It is not altogether unknown in 
England, but I believe that there is room 
for its much wider application in view of 
its many advantages. It lends itself ex- 
cellently to competitive tendering and 
usually obviates the necessity for bills of 
quantities, as all material and labour will 
be paid for at the vouched cost. The 
would-be contractor’s work is enormously 
simplified and shortened in that he does 
not have to obtain in advance quotations 
for often many hundreds or _ even 
thousands of items nor to make all the cal- 
culations which these involve. All he has 
to estimate are his overheads, to which 
he adds the profit he requires, which 
profit he is assured of obtaining if he has 
estimated his overheads correctly. This 
system is welcomed as a godsend by manu- 
facturers and wholesalers of building mate- 
rials, as they are saved the task of giving 
a vast amount of information to a large 
number of would-be tenderers, knowing 
all the time that at the best they can get 
the order from only one of these. It seems 
that this system would go a long way 
towards dealing with the old and ever- 
recurrent complaint of the waste of time 
and money involved in unsuccessful ten- 
dering by all but one of an unreasonably 
large number of tenderets. The essential 
clause, taken from a typical Canadian 
contract, is :— 

‘“* The contractor will- render a managing 
service on the basis of a fixed fee to cover 
the supervision and managing of all the 
construction work to plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by the architect, of whic’ 
the following are the principal items...” 

This is followed by a series of short 
clauses, none of which contains more than 
four lines of typescript. In the contract 
in question, which ran to six figures, there 
are twenty-three such short clauses. They 
give ample information of the scope of the 
work which will enable the tenderer to 
estimate the probable overheads, trans- 
port, supervisory office staff, and other 
items which have to be included in his 
quoted lump sum. 

Five further short paragraphs then 
detail the classes of both labour and super- 
vision which will be chargeable to the 
owner, the onus of providing such labour 
and supervision falling on the contractor. 
One of these clauses is worth while 
quoting: ‘‘ The contractors will provide 
the services of their offices at . . . under 
the general supervision of Mr. A. B. (the 
contractor’s chief engineer), who will make 
such visits to the site as are required for 
the efficient management of the job. Any 
of the contractor’s employees other than 
officials and Mr. A. B. who, at the request 
of the owner, devote their time other thar 
as specified in the list of services sta 
above, shall be paid for by the owner 3 
an item of actual cost plus twenty-five pe 
cent.” 
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This clause has been reproduced in full 
because it deals completely in one short 
paragraph devoid of legal phraseology, 
with a subject which has often caused 
protracted argument and even litigation, 
because it has been wrapped up in a 
number of “law for lawyers’’. clauses 
which the contractor has never under- 
stood. It shows how the direct method 
employed overseas simplifies such matters. 


The remainder of the document, which, 
incidentally, serves both as ‘‘ particulars ”’ 
jor the tenderer and as a ‘‘ memorandum 
of agreement ’’ for the successful contrac- 
tor, consists of a few simple clauses deal- 
ing with items such as payment of wages, 
tools, engagement of men, and so on. The 
whole of these clauses occupy less than 
one page. 

As showing the general trend of Cana- 
dian practice, reference may be made to a 
document issued by the Cost Accounting 
Division of the Canadian Treasury. 
Though designed primarily for the use of 
war-time Government contractors and for 
the Treasury's own auditing staff, it covers 
so completely the whole of the questions 
of what charges are or are not allowable 
in the costing of contracts, that it forms a 
valuable adjunct to the system and docu- 
ment here described. Perhaps the one 
surprising feature of this document is that 
it actually occupies less than three pages 
of typescript ! 

Reverting to the system of charging 
itself, as described, it will be appreciated 
that it. largely eliminates any tendency 
towards even unconscious scamping. It 
enables the architect to modify his designs 
if he or the owner so desires without any 
feeling that he is imposing on the con- 
tractor and, in general, it promotes a state 
of friendliness and team work as between 
owner, architect or: consultant and con- 
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tractor which can only result in increased 
satisfaction to all concerned. 

One is fully aware that opposition to 
such a system is to be expected from 
architects, quantity surveyors, estimators, 
and so on. The argument that we have 
large numbers of highly efficient men 
engaged in these callings leaves Americans 
cold—and it is to be feared that many of 
these professional gentlemen will also be 
left ‘‘ out in the cold’’ unless we recog- 
nise that modern methods of tendering, 
accounting (including the almost universal 
use of calculating machines as on the other 
side) and the handling of contracts gener- 
ally, do enable satisfactory and aimed-at 
results to be attained by far simpler and 
less costly methods than those to which 
we became accustomed in less strenuous 
times.

Quantity Surveyors and Post-War 
Reconstruction. 
To rue Eprror or The Builder. 

Srr,—Does your correspondent 
* F.1.Q.8.” really expect to be taken 
seriously when he states that the con- 
tractor’s surveyor frequently has to 
revise bills of quantities prepared by 
professional firms? This sounds sus- 
piciously like another of those rather 
‘tall’ stories that the quantity sur- 
veyor is from time to time invited to 
believe! Fortunately, the majority of 
professional quantity surveyors and 
contractors’ surveyors are content to 
regard their duties as complementary, 
but good relations between them are 
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not, served by such ill-considered re- 
marks as those of your correspondent. 

It is interesting to learn that ‘‘ the best- 
paid surveyors are invariably with con- 
tractors,’ the reason apparently being 
that ‘‘ professional firms are not usually 
generous.’’ How, then, do so many pro- 
fessional firms manage to attract the ser- 
vices of ex-contractors’ surveyors? 

“ F.LQ.S.”’ again indulges his gift for 
overstatement when he tells us that 
“thousands ’’ of men to-day acting as 
surveyors have had no training or prac- 
tical experience as quantity surveyors. 
Firms of quantity surveyors, like most 
other businesses, have been obliged to 
dilute their staffs, and many, perhaps the 
majority, of the new recruits to the pro- 
fession have been drawn from the staffs 
of contracting firms and are doing useful 
work with or without supervision. A man. 
who tried to act as a surveyor without 
any previous’ experience would quickly 
find himself displaced. Employers cannot 
usually afford luxuries of this kind. 

Finally, your correspondent will be 
interested to know that at least one firm 
of quantity surveyors has notified the 
educational authorities that it is 
willing to accept trainees on a definite 
progressive salary scale, commencing at 
£1 per week for a boy of school-leaving 
age and rising to £250 per annum within 
five years, subject to satisfactory service 
and provided that during that period the 
first two professional examinations of the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution have been 
passed. Proper training is guaranteed 
and a limited amount of private study 
allowed during the employer’s time on 
condition that the trainee undergoes an 
approved course of evening tuition.

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CONCRETE FRAME 
CONSTRUCTION 


NEW TYPE FOR 
INDUSTRIAL BUILDINGS 


ALTHOUGH the type of construction illus- 
trated, designed by Messrs. C. W. Glover 
and Partners, is now being published for 
the first time, it has been widely used since 
the beginning of the war. Over 500 in- 
dustrial and other examples have already 
been built. 

Design.—This system of reinforced con- 
erete framing consists essentially of a 
series of single-storey portal frames form- 
ing a hall of broad span without trusses or 
ties. The roof may be curved, pitched, or 
flat, a low pitch being very usual. The 
frames are pin-jointed at the apex and at 
the feet, and have a rigid joint at the 
eaves. As a result, the structure is static- 
ally determinate and may be designed in 
the manner usual for a three-pin arch. The 
transverse strength of such frames is high. 

All details are designed to allow for 
slight movements at the pin joints, thus 
stresses due to changes of temperature or 
moisture content in the concrete do not 
arise. The structure has the high resistance 
to bomb damage usual in framed buildings, 
with the added advantage that displace- 
ment of the foundation of a frame can be 
taken up by movement of the joint at the 
ridge. The simplicity of the design is 
shown by there being only two types of 
concrete unit—the frame unit and the con- 
crete purlins. Since the structure is 
completely discontinuous it may easily be 
extended or adapted to new requirements. 

The multi-storey industrial building 
illustrated contains a central assembly shop 
50 ft. wide and 350 ft. long, which rises 
through two storeys. On either side, the 
assembly shop extends into further work- 
shops of similar width and single storey 
height, while on the upper floors are two 
wings of offices. Using a strong cross 
slope in the ground, a third storey, provid- 
ing further workshops directly accessible 
from a quayside, has been built at a lower 
level under one side wing of the building. 

The structure consists of three parallel 
50-ft. spans of three-pin frames, at 16 ft. 
8 in. centres. These are supported on the 
lower storeys of the side wings, which are 
of monolithic construction. The construc- 
tion of these side wings is unusual in that 
only the main beams, of 50-ft. span, and 
the floor slabs, were cast in situ. The 
secondary beams, of 25-ft. span, and at 
8 ft. 4 in. ccs., were precast on the site, 
and have a U-shape so that continuity rods 
could be turned down into them and a 
monolithic structure be formed when the 
slabs and main beams were poured. 

FOUNDATIONS AND INFILLINGS.—Founda- 
tions—Reinforced concrete point founda- 
tions under columns; ground floor—6-in. 
concrete slab; upper floors—4-in. in situ 
reinforced concrete slab, precast reinforced 
concrete secondary beams, and in situ 
main beams; walls—lil-in. cavity brick, 
fair face, tiled sills to windows, precast 
concrete eaves beams; roof—precast con- 
crete purlins at 7 ft. 04 in. ccs. spanning 
between the three-pin frames. Wood wool 
slabs, rendered on both sides over a wire 
mesh reinforcement, spanning between 
purlins. Two-ply ruberoid roofing. 

Licutinc.—Continuous roof lights, 7 ft. 
wide between purlins, and large factory- 
type metal windows in external walls. 
Black-out for roof lights consists of 
mechanically operated outside shutters ; 
and ventilation—low-level inlets in ex- 
ternal walls, and ‘‘ Aerolite ’’ ventilators 
in each bay of roof.

PROFESSOR ABERCROMBIE ON “ PLAN- 
NING FOR RECONSTRUCTION—DATA 
REQUIRED.” 


Appressinc the Town Planning Insti- 
tute recently, Proressor Patrick ABER- 
CROMBIE said that, generally speaking, 
there were no data required for pur- 
poses of reconstruction which were not 
also required for planning before the war. 
With the exception of bomb damage, 
which was a problem which had been 
surveyed more carefully and universally 
than any other phenomenon affecting town 
planning;, the problems were the same 
to-day as they had been for a quarter of 
a century. No changes had occurred 
ou the war which had affected the 
need for the preparation of surveys before 
proceeding to. ning. There had been 
a certain complacency in the past among 
the local authorities (or rather the general 
public), who had thought that things were 
not so bad as they seemed in our towns. 
He was not saying that planning surveys 
had not been carried out, but they had 
too often been what one might call ad hoc 
surveys, such as for housing or to enable 
a Parliamentary answer to be made on 
the subject of a new road proposal. But 
a survey should be universal, It should 
inquire into all aspects of the town plan- 
ner’s needs. It should not be standardised 
locally—e.g., an historical survey was more 
important in Bath than it would be in 
Swindon. It must also be remembered 
that the survey was wanted for immediate 
use. There was always the possibility of 
extending ad hoc surveys and bringing 
them into more general use. 


Surface Utilisation Maps. 

‘The most useful type of survey map,”’ 
said the speaker, “‘ is that known as the 
surface utilisation map. It must always 
be remembered that a planning survey is 
a temporal view, a picture taken at one 
time. It is a record of the state of one’s 
town or country at a certain moment. 
That suggests that it should be continu- 
ously renewed or retaken at certain 
periods. What a splendid thing it would 
have been if we had had a road traffic 
census for the last half-century as well as 
a population census.”’ 

Coming to the difficulties of making a 
planning survey at the present time, 
Professor Abercrombie said there was the 
dislocation caused by evacuation and the 
dispersal of population and industry. 
That made a new survey of a social 
character almost impossible. Our survey, 
then, must be largely constructed from 
records. Fortunately, there was a good 
deal of material stored up and waiting to 
be used. For instance, the transport ser- 
vices and the railways had a great deal 
of material which had never been used 
side by side with other information. If 
one could not get from records all the 
information one would like, the actual 
streets were there (those not too badly 
damaged by bombing) and a great deal 
could be based on them. 

One of the most significant new surveys 
we had obtained was that which Dr. 
Dudley Stamp had made for agricultural 
purposes. It should be thought of in two 
separate stages. _ The first was largely 
completed before the war and dealt with 
actual land utilisation. Then there had 
been added a very valuable survey show- 
ing the different qualities of agricultural 
land. That was a thing we had long 
wanted in the past. Planners had often 


been accused of building on good agri- 
cultural land, but they had never had any 
authoritative statement as to what” was 
good and what was bad land for agricul- 


ture. We now had a proper scientific 
valuation of the land under ten different 
categories, and it was interesting to find 
as planners that in London we had a very 
large proportion of the very best land in 
the country. 

Speaking of the value of geological sur- 
veys, Professor Abercrombie said it might 
be in some cases a mistake to permit people 
to engage in certain quarrying operations 
if the same mineral could be raised else- 
where. There had been many cases where, 
owing to the lack of a survey of this sort, 
an enterprise had been indulged in without 
any control on the part of the local 
authority, and it had sometimes not only 
damaged the appearance of the locality 
very badly, but had failed economically 
because less minera] had been found there 
than they expected. Nor had there been 
any responsibility on anybody to clear up 
the mess that had been left behind. 
Another type of survey which he hoped 
would become universal and would be 
published after the war was an aerial sur- 
vey of the country. He had been able to 
obtain aerial photographs for some of his 
work, and it was extraordinary what a 
value you could get from studying these 
pictures through a strong magnifying 
glass. 


Need for an Industrial Survey. 

What was probably the most important 
of the war-time surveys which we needed 
was the industrial survey. The sort of 
information which could be obtained in 
local surveys of this kind roughly boiled 
down to the factors affecting location of 
industry, the reasons why certain indus- 
tries were located in certain districts. 

Such a survey should give some idea of 
whether certain places were essential for 
certain industries or whether the industries 
were there more or less by chance. Any 
sort of control of industrial location must 
be exercised with enormous care to ensure 
that the industrialists’ particular interests 
were not jeopardised by the planner. We 
did not want better planning of industry 
from the point of view of the planner, 
but from the point of view of the 1n- 
dustry. The location of industry after the 
war would be very much bound up with 
the question of war-time sites. He had 
no doubt that some sites which had been 
occupied by industry for the first time 
during the war, chiefly for security reasons 
would prove to be excellent purely for 
industrial purposes. ‘‘ Much as I love 
the rural character of Gloucestershire, 
for instance,’’ said the speaker, ‘“‘I think 
the war had shown that it has an indus- 
trial potentiality much greater than we 
ever imagined. But one feels very strongly 
that Gloucestershire is a county which has 
been most carefully looked after trom the 
point of view of planning, and that care 
will be taken to see that industry is not 
allowed to destroy the very special charac- 
ter of the beauty of the Cotswold Hills.”’ 

He hoped that we should bear in mind 
that where people were going to work, 
where work was going to be stimulated, 
there we should want a new population. 
Decentralisation of population must be 
thought of in relation to places of work. 
Some further survey work should be 
carried out or attempted to ascertain where 
people worked and why they lived in 
certain localities. They had been com- 
pletely baffled in London by the vastness 
of the problem, but he believed that in 
West Suffolk a real attempt had been made 
to show in diagrams where people worked 
and lived and-from them one could obtain 
some very useful sidelights as to the 
relation of population to the location of 
industry. 
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Investigation of Bad Conditions. 

He did not think there was anything 
new we needed in connection with the: 
residential survey except a careful -nota- 
tion of what had been destroyed. He. 
had roughed out some headings under 
which we needed to investigate bad con- 
ditions (the ‘‘ blight ’’ as compared with 
the “‘ blitz ’’). These included mixed zon. 
ing ; atmosphere—where smoke zone was to 
be found; bad. site planning; whether- 
existing services needed improvement; in. 
ternal planning of the existing houses;. 
their state of repair, their age (an his- 
torical survey would help us very much 
here); density of houses and _ persons; 
rents, rates and ownership. ‘hese were: 
all physical details. He did not think we: 
could get any of the social statistics at 
the moment. 

After pleading for some standardisation 
of the form of notation used in planning 
survey diagrams and maps, Professor Aber. 
crombie spoke of the value to the planner- 
of getting to know what the public wants, 
what sort of dwellings they wanted to. 
live in. This kept planners on the earth 
as well as having their heads in the clouds 
with regard to these matters 


Discussion. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Professor 
Abercrombie, Mr. F. Lonestretu THomp- 
son said the Town Planning Officers’ Sec- 
tion of the Institute had devoted some: 
considerable time and consideration to the: 
subject of the preliminary survey, and had 
submitted to the Institute a memorandum 
which was to be investigated, by a special 
sub-committee. He added that he would 
like to urge that the Ministry of Agri- 
culture should encourage the prosecution 
of Dr. Dudley Stamp’s agricultural sur- 
vey with the utmost speed because he 
(the speaker) thought it was going to be 
one of the important bases of future town 
and country planning—especially country 
planning. 

Mr. W. R. Davince warned the audi- 
ence against losing sight, while in the 
course of making surveys, of what they 
were ultimately trying to do in planning. 
With regard to iudustrial location he said 
that one piece of very satisfying informa- 
tion that he had got was that the Minister 
of Town and Country Planning was about 
to give a definite lead on the subject. He 
suggested that members of town councils 
should be encouraged to do their own 
planning surveys, getting a map and de- 
ciding what was good and what was bad 
on it. 

Mr. Henry Strauss, M.P. (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning) said that one sentence 
in Professor Abercrombie’s address had 
particularly delighted him. That was the 
one in which he referred to ‘‘ The density 
of houses and persons.’’ He thought their 
chief trouble as planners was the density 
of some persons! He was also very m- 
terested in the plea which every speaker 
had made that we should recognise that 
however vitally important surveys were 
they must not delay us in stopping the 
immediate and obvious evils which might 
take place before the survey was com- 
pleted, e.g., ribbon development 

Mr. A. SarFrorp said he was convinced 
that not only should town planning be 
regarded from the point of view of the 
town planner, but that some device must 
be found to interest the public in the 
subject, and to ascertain from the public 
what, if they had the competence of the 
town planner, they would do ior 
themselves. r

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FARM BUILDINGS—LAYOUT, DESIGN & CONSTRUCTION 
R.I.B.A. MEMORANDUM TO MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES. 


Tue R.I.B.A. were invited to submit 
evidence to the Committee appointed 
by the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries to consider and make recom- 
mendations regarding the layout, de- 
sign and construction of farm build- 
ings after the war. At the request of 
the War Executive Committee of the 
Council, Mr. William Keay (F.) and 
Mr. H. Duncan Hendry (F.) prepared 
the following memorandum, which 
was forwarded to the Ministry. 


1, GeneraL.—Farm buildings are essen- 
tial for the housing of domesticated 
animals, the storage and preparation of 
their food, the storage of farm products, 
and for the storage of machinery and 
implements necessary in the cultivation of 
the farm. The farmer, or some responsible 
person, should reside near the buildings 
to keep the stock under supervision day 
and night. As the buildings are a centre 
from which ali farm activities radiate, they 
should thereby occupy a central position 
in relation to the faym as a whole. But 
other factors have a bearing on this point. 
A farmer and his family are social beings 
who wish to play their part in communal 
life; the education of their children neces- 
sitates proximity to a school and the 
young people benefit from some form of 
recreation, There is, therefore, much to 
be said for the grouping of homesteads as 
happens in most villages to-day, although 
it must also be admitted that improved 
means of transport—i.e., by bus and 
motor-cycle, etc.—have made things much 
easier for country dwellers. 


2. Srre.—The site should be elevated to 
ensure efficient drainage and_ sheltered 
from the biting winds of the North and 
East, ‘‘ which are neither good for man 
nor beast.’’ The site should also be near a 
public road, handy for station or lorry 
transport. Farm roads are costly in 


nae, 

3. Water Suppty.—We consider a piped 
supply of pure water under pressure as a 
primary essential in the working of a farm. 
It is indispensable in the requirements of 
buildings, house, cottages, baths, drinking 
bowls, troughs and dairy. A deep well or 
bore with an unfailing supply is a prac- 
ticable alternative for a farm of any size, 
but even then there is always the possi- 
bility of the pumping plant breaking down 
and a long delay waiting for repairs. 

4. Execrricity.—Electricity, preferably 
from public mains, should be available for 
lighting, heat and power. It is a con- 
venient form of power for driving 
machinery in the food preparation room 
and for machine milking. 

5. DrarnaGe.—We recomménd _ that 
drainage from cowsheds and stables should 
discharge to a liquid manure tank. This 
means a separate system of drains to avoid 
excessive dilution by wash water. Some 
simple means is required for pumping the 
liquid manure into a cart for spreading on 
the land. Facilities have to be simple and 
effective, otherwise the liquid manure is 
not used. 

6. Burtp1nes.—The planning of build- 
ings must vary with the size and type of 
farm—e.g., dairy, arable, mixed, pig, 
poultry. The buildings should be grouped 
to give the highest efficiency with the 


minimum of labour and the maximum 
comfort. Planning should, however, not 
be so “‘ compact ”’ as to make future addi- 
tions impossible without considerable 
alteration to the existing buildings. In 
the arrangement regard should be had to 
the processes involved and, particularly, 
their sequence. 

7. StaBLes For Cart Horses.—Walls of 
concrete, brick or stone rendered to a 
height of 6 ft. Light at back of stable; 
ventilation at roof or over head of horse. 
If double stables, ample space between the 
rows of standings. Floors of concrete or 
brindle brick in cement. Brick or con- 
crete mangers, concrete divisions. Drain- 
age to discharge outside. Drinking trough 
outside stable. _ Harness room adjoining 
or near stable to have fireplace for drying 
harness. 

8. Cow SHeps.—We recommend single- 
storey building. For a double shed provide 
two 3 ft. 6 in. feeding passages with run- 
way; a low wall divides the feeding 
passage from the manger to keep cold air 
from cows. 3-ft. mangers divided to pre- 
vent robbing. 5-ft. standings. 2-ft. 
gutter. Central gangway 6 it. with 
manure runway. Preferably concrete 
divisions with adjustable tie-up rings or 
tubular yokes as preferred. Inside sur- 
faces of walls rendered 6 ft. high. End 
walls against which cows may lie to be 
cavity walls for warmth. Floors of con- 
crete with a foundation of at least 6 in. 
broken brick or stone as insulator. Corners 
rounded or splayed. Automatic drinking 
bowls to each cow. Eliminate windows or 
reduce to @ minimum. Combine lighting 
and ventilation by making top 2 ft. of roof

9. Carrte Yarps.—These should be pro- 
vided for wintering cattle, who convert 
barley and wheat straw into a valuable 
manure. An illustration is given in 7'he 
Times (January 29, 1943) of an open yard 
near Eynsford, Kent, with walls of straw 
15 ft. high carried on a wire and post 
frame. Covered yards give protection to 
cattle from severe weather and prevent 
the continual washing of manure and waste 
of straw, They may be incorporated with 
the buildings or otherwise should be sur- 
rounded by a wall sufficiently high to 
afford protection from winds, but at the 
same time should admit sunlight and air. 
A concrete causeway 5 to 6ft. wide 
should separate the buildings or outer 
wall from the yard proper The inner wall 
of brick or concrete about 4 ft. high may 
carry a tubular iron fence supported by 
concrete posts. Thus the cattle are always 
on view. The floor should be of concrete 
dished towards the centre, to enable liquid 
manure to discharge to the manure tank. 
Open jointed and ved creosoted board- 
ing has been successfully used for roofing, 
but owing to the scarcity of timber we 
recommend steel or concrete trusses and 
supports with corrugated asbestos sheets. 
Alternatively, Cellactite protected metal 
or Robertson’s sheeting. An interesting 
curved roof of home-grown timber with 
laminated timber truss is illustrated in 
the R.I.B.A. Journal, December, 1942. 
Drinking troughs and’ gates should be 
adjustable to the varying height of the 
straw manure. Portable mangers provide 
receptacles for food. Large covered 
manure pits are a necessary adjunct to 
covered yards. They may be of the con- 
crete tank type with sloping floor to admit 
a cart. A runway between the yard and 
pit is desirable to convey the contents. 

10. Mirx1nc Partours.—To ensure clean- 
liness in the milking operation, milking 
‘‘ parlours ’’ are recommended. The cows 
are groomed and washed in their sheds or 
between bails of 4, 6 or 8 in a separate 
room and then proceed to the bails in 
the milking parlours to be milked. The 
materials of which the ‘‘ parlours” are 
constructed should be such as to facilitate 
them being kept scrupulously clean. The 
cooling room should adjoin the “‘ parlour.’’ 

11. Darry.—Floor should be of concrete 
treated to resist action of lactic acid. 
Reinforce floors with cast-iron honey- 
combed blocks embedded in concrete to 
resist wear of churns. The dairy “ unit ”’ 
should include record room, cooling room, 
sterilising and washing room, boiler house 
and fuel store. All should have smooth 
walls and floors. Where bottling is done 
on the farm a bottle store is desirable 
and bins for broken bottles. 


12. Bort Pen.—An ample airy loose box 
with separate Sgt and access to exer- 
cise yard. Bulls like company (especially 
young calves); if in sight of them they 
are less morose and savage. 

13. Catr Pzns.—Separate pens should 
be provided for calves with easy facilities 
for feeding individual calves. 

14. Loosz Boxes.—Sufficient airy loose 
boxes are required for sick animals, foaling 
mares and cows when calving, and for 
rearing calves if preferred to pens. 

15. Barns and Srorace Sueps.—It is 


suggested that some of the fine old barns , 


in the Midlands should be provided with 
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upper floors. Existing high doors should 
be reduced in height to conform with low 
vehicles now employed. The upper part 
would be filled in with glass for light. 
Dry buildings are required for storing 
artificial manures, etc.,. on ground floor. 
Cart or implement sheds can often be con- 
trived at the ends or back of existing high 
barns by extending the roof slopes to give 
the required cover. This arrangement 
looks and is better than an ordinary 
lean-to shed with the roof at a different 
pitch. ae 

16. ImptemeNtT SuHeD.—The implement 
shed should face north. Ample room 
needed for implements required seasonally. 
Workshop and store for spare parts. 
Generally the lack of accommodation for 
implements has become accentuated since 
the increase in the area of arable land. 
Some of the Nissen and other types of huts 
may be available for this purpose on the 
conclusion of hostilities, but they should 
be used with discretion and kept in good 
order. Nothing looks more _poverty- 
stricken than a dilapidated Army hut. 

17. Durcu Barns.—30 ft. wide, 15 ft. 
bays, 18 ft. to 20ft. to eaves. Steel or 
concrete stanchions; curved or pitched 
roofs, covered with corrugated galvanised 
iron (if obtainable) painted with bitumastic 
paint, or corrugated asbestos cement sheet- 
ing. Both ends and one side to be sheeted 
with cellignite to within 10 ft. of floor. 
Runway to mixing room advisable. 

18. Mrxinc Room.—Floor of smooth 
concrete. Separate room for machinery. 

19. Piccerres.—On Dutch principle 
with manure passage at back and central 
feeding passage. Free from draughts, at 
the same time light and airy. Top ventila- 
tion, windows at sides. Farrowing pens 
to have bolt holes (with door) for access of 
young pigs to exercising yard. Pigs are 
eleanly animals if allowed the opportunity. 
Movable pens where climatic conditions 
permit are commendable. In this respect 
the manuring of a field can be regulated 
by the relative position of feeding centres 
and sleeping quarters. 

20. Poutrry Hovses.—Importance of 
water supply. Preservation of manure in 
a dry state. Bone digester and grit mill 
recommended for large poultry establish- 


ments. 


21. Sttos.—Small concrete silos of the 
Batley sectional type are convenient for 
quantities up to, say, 15 tons. Otherwise 
large permanent concrete silos with 
mechanical facilities for filling are recom- 
mended. 

22. CHancInc Room anp Bats.—For 
large- and medium-sized farms we recom- 
mend changing rooms for both sexes with 
clothes-drying facilities,. lavatory basin, 


w.c.s and bath, to enable staff to change _ 


into their working clothes on arrival and 
to don their ordinary apparel on leaving, 
on somewhat similar but simpler lines to 
those obtaining in the mining industry. 

23. MarertaLs.—In the immediate post- 
war period there is likely to be a timber 
shortage, even of the home-grown variety. 
Therefore, timber should be eliminated as 
far as practicable from the design of 
buildings. 

Wallis may be of brick, stone or pre- 
fabricated concrete sections, many types of 
which have been evolved in the construc- 
tion of camps, etc. Roof may be precast 
concrete beams of the hollow type to avoid 
condensation, or prefabricated tapered 
beams with slab panels, made watertight 
with synthetic asphalt or  ruberoid. 
Floors: precast beams with concrete finish 
for suspended floors; ground floor of insu- 
lated concrete. Stairs of concrete non- 
slip variety. Windows: glass blocks; 


steel casements for ventilating or non- 
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ventilating type, and we recommend wired 
glass for windows. Spouting: eaves and 
downspouts asbestos cement. Protect 
lower length of downspout. Down pipes 
should not be placed near the external 
angles of buildings. Partitions: 2s-in, 
or 3-in. interlocking smooth hollow brick 
blocks for partitions up to 15 ft. high, 
No plastering required. 

Generally speaking, the selection of 
materials must vary with the locality, but 
it will be futile to look to purely local 
methods of construction pl as stone, 
chalk or cob walling to solve the problem 
of providing cheap and efficient farm 
buildings. These methods require skilled 
labour of a specialised kind which, how- 
ever much we regret it, is rapidly dying 
out. On the other hand, it would be 
equally unwise to rely too much on “ pre- 
fabrication.’’ Purpose-made sections may 
be useful in certain circumstances, but it 
is difficult to believe that they can be very 
economically used on a single set of farm 
buildings. This type of construction also 
has its drawbacks when repairs or altera- 
tions have to be made. 

24. Goop Desten.—It would be a mis- 
fortune if the need for new and more 
up-to-date farm buildings after the war 
resulted in a crop of purely utilitarian 
structures, ugly in themselves and com- 
pletely at variance*with the beauty and 
unique character of the English country- 
side. This may well happen, however, in 
the scramble ‘‘to get something done 
quickly,’’ no matter what it looks like. 
Good design should be the outcome of 
ordered grouping within the conditions set 
by the client and the right use of simple 
materials of good quality. The architect’s 
training enables him to achieve this with- 
out straining after Bt effects at 
the expense of good planning and sound 
construction,

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CENTRAL GUIDANCE 
FOR PLANNING 


Tus Rr. Hon. Eart pe ta Warr, 
Chairman of the Post-War Agricultural 
Group, House of Lords, speaking on the 
occasion of the lunch preceding the 
annual meeting of the Town and Country 
Planning Association, said that planning 
had suddenly become practical politics. 
But it had also reached a very dangerous 
stage. We had had the Barlow Report 
before us now for a matter of years, the 
Scott and the Uthwatt Reports before us 
for many months. ‘‘ All very hopeful, one 
may say,’’ continued his lordship. ‘‘ Yes, 


but very nebulous, too, from the point of 
view of the Government. The time is 
drifting on. Other things are happening. 


Scott and Uthwatt are by now slightly 
overlaid in the public interest b 
Beveridge. There comes a tide in the 
affairs of all reports when it becomes safe to 
start edging them towards the pigeon-hole. 
That is the moment for vigilance. There 
is inevitable danger with piecemeal de- 
velopment. We have an example at the 
moment. The Minister of Health has, in 
fact, instructed Local Authorities to pre- 
pare schemes for their first year’s build- 
ing. But these authorities are as yet 
without any guidance on what assump- 
tions they are to proceed. What are 
to be their powers of purchase? What 
basis of compensation to private interests? 
Are they to pile everybody on top of one 
another in great blocks of flats? Are 
they to straggle out into the countryside? 
Are they to think in terms of satellite 
towns? Is there to be no lead from the 
centre? Are Local Authorities to think 
in terms of single towns and cities or of 
areas and regions? Will they have any 
control over the development of industry 
in the areas under their control? Does 
the Minister of Health seriously think that 
any progress can be made for rebuilding 
without an answer to these and many 
other questions of a similar character? 
And if any progress without such guidance 
is made must it not be on the bad old 
basis of powers and limitations to those 
powers that belong to an age that has 
produced many of these evils from which 
we are still suffering to-day? ”’ 


Villages as Live Centres. 

The right way, the only real way, of 
planning our countryside was on the 
foundation of a prosperous and efficient 
agriculture. It was not enough to pre- 
serve beauty spots for townspeople to look 
at during their holidays. We wanted a 
countryside in which people could live, 
work and reproduce themselves. He was 
glad that the Prime Minister, in speaking 
of agriculture, mentioned the vill 
not the preserved village, but the live 
village, the centre of a live agricultural 
industry, with the blacksmith kept going 
not by arts and crafts, but serving as a 
repair depét to the most highly 
mechanised agricultural industry in the 
world—as indeed British agriculture had 
become. ‘‘I close, therefore, by urging 
that Barlow, Scott and Uthwatt and the 
agricultural policies put forward by so 
many of us demand an answer from the 
Government, and that their answer must 
take the form of a definite lead on both 
their present and future lines of policy.’ 


The Annual Meeting. 

Speaking at the annual meeting which 
followed, Lorp lLyrron (President) 
teferred to the negative and tentative 
attitude towards planning in the years 
before the war: ‘‘ We have every reason 
to believe,’’ he said, ‘‘ that the setting up 
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of the New Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning puts an end to this negative 
attitude and begins a positive and 
imaginative approach. The Town and 
Country Planning Association welcomes 
the setting up of the Ministry and the 
appointment of Mr. W. S. Morrison as 
the first Minister of Town and Country 
Planning. But at the same time we must 
remember that only a machine has been 
set up. The Ministry has, as yet, no pre- 
scribed policy. The Association has drawn 
attention to the urgent need for a Govern- 
ment announcement as to the principles 
to be followed in town and country plan- 
ning after the war. We hope that such 
a statement may be forthcoming at an 
early date. Otherwise local authorities 
who have been instructed by the Minister 
of Health to acquire sites for their first 
year’s post-war programme may force 
town growth to continue on the old pre- 
war lines of suburban expansion.”’ 


BOOK REVIEWS 


The Process of Architectural Tradition. 
By W. A. Even. Pp. x, 114. Illustrated. 
Macmillan and Co., Ltd. Price 6s. 


This admirable little book contains some 
of the most thoughtful, original, per- 
suasive and sensible writing on architec- 
ture that, has been published for some 
years. The author is concerned with 
architecture as such, not mere building. 
He writes as a convinced classical tradi- 
tionalist and explains at some length the 
nature of the English tradition, in which 
he sees the only hope of our salvation. 
Of ‘‘ reconstruction ’’ he observes that 
‘not the least part of this stark tragedy 
is that it has occurred at a time when the 
knowledge’ of architecture in this country 
is at_ a lower ebb than it has been for the 
last three hundred, or even, as one might 
say, the last thousand years.’’ He con- 
siders that the decline began early in the 
eighteenth century, with a rapid and 
catastrophic acceleration after the Regency 
period. This is a widely accepted view, 
but he sees no compensation in the changes 
of fashion that have marked the past two 
decades, and has some ingenious argu- 
ments to advance against the mechanical 
or functional view of architecture. 

Although of the younger generation him- 
self, he will doubtless annoy many of his 
contemporaries and most of his juniors by 
his deliberate rejection of the current 
fashions of the day; but it is when he 
comes to practical details that the scanty 
hairs of his seniors may bristle. His sug- 
gestions for instilling the ‘‘ appreciation 
of architecture ’’ into the minds of chil- 
dren are not particularly revolutionary, 
and indeed one would have welcomed more 
precise hints : his chief objection is to the 
treatment of architecture in historical 
periods, and his main anxiety that those 
who teach it should have studied it 
thoroughly. 

But his strictures on the present digni- 
fied system of professional education will 
stagger the pundits of the R.I.B.A. He 
would abolish the five-years’ school 
courses and substitute for them a couple 
of years’ practical experience (in an archi- 
tect’s office, or on a building, or preferably 
as an apprentice in one of the crafts), to 
be followed by only three years’ full-time 
schooling, to be devoted entirely to 
‘‘theory.’’ This is strong meat, from a 
graduate of Liverpool, and he adds to the 
interest of his outspoken views of pro- 
fessional education by explaining why he 
considers that the ideal location for an 
architectural school is in a Faculty of 
Fine Arts forming part of a ee Ne 
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Planning and Reconstruction Year Book, 
1942. Todd Publishing Co. Price 21s. 
The first issue of this proposed annual, 

edited by Mr. F. J. Osborn, with contri- 


_ butions from many others active in the 


replanning movement, which appeared 
recently, contains a mass of information of 
value to those interested in this subject. 
The publishers state that their desire is 
that it should represent their contribu- 
tion to the task of planning post-war 
Britain and modestly. ask that readers 
should point out any defects in order that 
improvements and corrections may be 
made in subsequent editions. 

Opening with a series of short articles 
by well-known authorities on the general 
aspects of planning, it follows these up 
with a few of a more technical character 
on the requirements of the home in the 
way of furnishings, equipment and ser- 
vices. These are followed by summaries 
of the Scott and Uthwatt reports and a 
study of the progress of planning legisla- 
tion and policy. The next section gives 
three articles on planning in the U.S.S.R., 
the Tennessee Valley, and Housing in 
Vienna, by authors well qualified to deal 
with these subjects. Thirty-three pages 
are devoted to the personnel and organisa- 
tion of the various Ministerial Depart- 
ments, followed by a few notes on the 
progress of programmes in various bombed 
areas, and statements of policy from a few 
of the numerous Associations concerned. 

The next section consists of a Directory 
of such Associations, statistical informa- 
tion, a list of Books and Periodicals from 
the Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion, a schedule of Regional Planning 
Authorities, and ‘‘ Who’s Who”’ in 
planning. 

Needless to say, there will be a few 
revisions in future editions, but the start 
has been made on satisfactorily compre. 
hensive lines. mY. b.

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BUILDING WITHOUT 
LICENCE 


SURVEYOR SENTENCED TO 
IMPRISONMENT. 

SENTENCE of imprisonment was pagsed on 
David W. Pratt, surveyor, of 108, Peck- 
ham Rye, 8.E.15, at Lambeth Police 
Court on March 31 for contraventions of 
Defence Regulation 56a. 

Pratt was charged with six offences, 
being summoned as a “ person employed 
in a supervisory capacity in connection 
with the execution of a building opera- 
tion.’’ He pleaded guilty on each count. 

Mr, E. tems for the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, said that it was un- 
lawful to execute any building operation 
costing more than £100 without having 
obtained a licence from the Ministry of 
Works. The purpose of the Regulation 
was that there should be control over the 
use of materials and labour. Five of the 
charges concerned Peckham houses in 
the ownership of a Mr. Tilt which had 
been damaged by enemy action. He got 
into touch with Pratt, who was a sur- 
veyor and consulting engineer, and there- 
fore familiar with the regulations. Pratt 
instructed a builder named C. C. Burton, 
of Elmcroft-drive, Hook, Surrey, to 
repair the houses. Before proceeding with 
the work the builder asked whether 
licences had been obtained, -and Pratt 
assured him that they had. The repairs were 
duly completed; the respective sums spent 
-on the houses being £236, £222, £193, 
£176 and £253. When Burton put in his 
-claim to the War Damage Commission he 
was told that he could not be paid any- 
<thing until he produced the licences. This 
unfortunate builder was now out of pocket 
-to the extent of £1,000 and almost on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 

The remaining summons was in respect 
-of a garage occupied by a Mr. Marrable, 
who, knowing and trusting Pratt, bein 
-aware that he was at one time employe 
in an official capacity in the Borough of 
Camberwell, asked him to carry out some 
repairs to the property, which had 
-suffered bomb damage. Pratt instructed 
a builder named Parsons to do the work, 
-telling him that he had obtained a licence 
to execute repairs to the amount of £250 
-on the main buildings and was making a 
further application for a licence to carry 
-out additional work costing £150. After 
the work had been completed, Parsons 
asked Pratt for the licences, as he was 
putting forward a claim to the War 
Damage Commission. Pratt told him 
-some story to the effect that he would let 
him have the licences, but they had never 
been produced. This builder, too, was 
now out of pocket. 

** Pratt,’’ concluded Mr. Clayton, ‘‘ has 
-shown a total disregard for these very 
vital war-time regulations. He has told a 
~ pack of lies about having received licences 
when in fact he had made no application 
for them.”’ ; 

In a statement to-the Magistrate, Pratt 
pleaded in extenuation that he had ob- 
tained no benefit, monetary or otherwise, 
from the contraventions. He said that 
during the period of the offences there had 
been considerable confusion in his office 

»owing to reduction of staff consequent 
upon war service. In each case of an 
application for a licence a form containing 
- no fewer than 21.questions had to be filled, 
-and work had been referred to his 
assistants. Office routine had also been 
interrupted by a’ burglary; typewriters 
were stolen and his files scattered about. 
He had been out of London for a con- 
-.siderable timeduring the ‘period in ques- 
‘tion, and when ihe -mdde -the «statements 
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regarding the licences he was under the 
impression that they had been obtained. 
In each case he had made a survey and 
his assistants knew what should be done. 

The Magistrate (Mr. Ronald Powell) 
said that had the defendant been merely 
careless he would have deserved a sub- 
stantial penalty. It was Pratt’s business 
to see that licences were obt&ined before 
the work was done. Not only had he 
failed to do so but he had gone further, 
he had assured the builders concerned, 
who trusted him, that he had got the 
licences. ‘‘To my mind, that is fraudu- 
lent,’’ said the Magistrate. ‘‘ One of the 
builders is now £1,000 out of pocket; a 
very serious thing.” 

After being informed that Burton was a 
builder in a small way of business, Mr. 
Powell proceeded: ‘‘ This is not merely 
negligence. It is even more than reckless- 
ness. It amounts to wilful disregard not 
only of these regulations but of those who 
are liable to suffer if the regulations are 
not complied with. If it had been mere 
negligence I should have fined you, but it 
goes beyond that.’’ 

The Magistrate then sentenced the 
defendant to two months’ imprisonment 
on each of the six summonses, the sen- 
tences to run concurrently. 

Pratt : May I appeal, sir? 

Mr. Powell : Yes. 

Having given notice of appeal, Pratt 
was released on bail.

COLONIAL BUILDING 
PROGRAMME 


By B. S. TOWNROE. 

Lorp CRANBORNE, speaking recently 
on our future Colonial policy, said 
that the Imperial Exchequer was now 
contributing £5,000,000 a year for 
approved schemes for development 
and welfare put up by Colonial 
Governments. Personally, he did not 
think the sum was nearly large 
enough, and hoped that it would be 
greatly increased after the war. 

The Building Industries National 
Council for the last few months has 
been investigating the advantages of 
Colonial development, not only for the 
Colonies, but also for the home 
country. The Council takes the view 
that the economic and social welfare 
of the native population is directly 
connected with the provision of public 
works, and such services as sanita- 
tion and housing. It is probable that 
the provision of these services on a 
large scale after the war will have an 
important effect upon the exports of 
building and construction materials 
from this country. The manufacture 
of building materials in normal times 
gives employment to about a million 
men, and if we can expand our export 
trade to our Colonies we shall be pur- 
suing a policy which will be of mutual 
economic and commercial interest. 

It is only necessary fo study condi- 
tions in one Colonial centre to realise 
the potentialities for the future. Some 
of the most gallant of our native 
forces fighting in Africa come from 
the British West African Colonies. It 
is generally admitted that housing, 
health, public works and communica- 
tions are still in a very primitive con- 
dition. In Bathurst, the capital of 
The Gambia, the majority of native

houses are of bamboo matting, covered 
with lime plaster, constructed on a 
framework of posts and with a corru- 
gated iron roof. An attempt has been 
made under new building regulations 
to enforce higher standards, particu- 
larly in the native villages in the 
Protectorate, where huts are far too 


crowded together and so diseases- 


spread. In Sierra Leone the majority 
of working-class houses are built of 
wattle and mud daub, with palm tile 
or grass thatched roofs. On the Gold 
Coast slum clearance schemes have 
led to better building. There roofing 
materials consist of corrugated iron or 


. asbestos cement tiles, and for walls 


sandcrete blocks are used. If in all 
the Colonies, including Nigeria, there 
was a cheap and abundant supply of 
more durable materials, housiny con- 
ditions could be greatly improved. 

The same applies to the West Indies. 
Here an Anglo-American Caribbean 
Commission is now at work. Its pur- 
pose is to encourage and strengthen 
social and economic co-operation be- 
tween the U.S.A. and the United 
Kingdom. It is hoped by the Building 
Industries National Council that the 
Commission without delay will study 
the means whereby a large-scale pro- 
gramme of constructional work may 
be undertaken. 

In the first place, this will mean 
exporting to the West Indies cement- 
making machinery, saw-milling equip- 
ment, and fireclay for brick and 
pottery production. Under war condi- 
tions this plant would probably have 
to be exported from the U.S.A., but it 
would lead to a demand from Great 
Britain and elsewhere for other 
materials. It is known that there are 
under consideration two schemes for 
assisting social and economic pro- 
gress in the Caribbean region. The 
first would be to provide on a lease- 
lend basis the necessary equipment for 
the establishment of a _ building 
materials industry; and, secondly, for 
an increased exchange of goods and 
services. 

The debate in the House of Lords is 
a welcome sign that the British 
Government recognise that they hold 
a trust for the native population and 
must try to raise them to a higher 
intellectual, moral and economic level. 
Furthermore, the acceptance of this 
pelicy, to use the official phrase—“ as 
a sacred trust for civilisation ’’—will, 
it is believed, prove to be the 
soundest policy from the commercial 
point of view. 


“* Grouping ’’: F.G.L.M.B. View. 

In a memorandum on ‘‘ Grouping of the 
Medium and Smaller Builder,’’ issued by 
the Federation of Greater London Master 
Builders, the Federation Council have 
come to the following conclusions : ‘‘ That 
we as a Federation oppose the general 
application of grouping, but in view of 
the emergency support it as an expedient 
for the sole purpose of bringing into 
speedy habitation Class C (b) houses and 
are prepared to co-operate subject to the 
terms of remuneration being increased. 
The terms indicated in the existing con- 
tract are unfavourable to the medium 
and smaller builder, and until such time 
as an increase is given we cannot advise 
our members to participate in the Group- 
ing Scheme.’’

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RECONSTRUCTION AND 
COUNTRY LIFE 


In a talk at a Town and Country Plan- 
ning Association conference at Moreton- 
in-Marsh on  ‘‘ Reconstruction and 
Country Life,’’ Dr. C. 8. ORwin (Director 
of the Institute for Research in Agricul- 
tural Economics, Oxford Mir eggs said 
that it was quite evident that a lot of 
people were thinking of nothing more 
than the preservation of things as they 
were. For the most part, rural England 
was pleasing to the eye, and many people 
would be content to ge things being 
done to disturb it. hey wanted to con- 
trol the location of industry, for example, 
and some people wanted to keep it out of 
the countryside altogether. They wanted 
to restrict the use of land for non-agricul- 
tural purposes. The extremists, if he 
read them aright, would like to stop the 
further application of machinery in farm- 
ing and rural industries, and would like 
to get back to a kind of Mid-Victorian 
self-sufficiency on each farm and in every 
village. 

“All this sort of thing seems to me,”’ 
declared the speaker, ‘‘ to be taking a very 
negative view of reconstruction. No doubt 
there are many things that we want to 
stop people doing if we are to have the 
countryside we want, but we are never 
going to get very far merely by stopping 
people doing things. To say that factories 
must not come into the country, that land 
which is devoted to agriculture to-day 
must never be diverted from it, that 
science and invention must not be applied 
to farming, that nothing must be done to 
change the characteristic features of our 
villages, is to suggest that we have 
reached perfection, and that further pro- 
gress is Impossible. This seems to me to 
be a fundamental misconception of what 
planning and reconstruction should be. 
The countryside as we have got it repre- 
sents a never-ending evolution from one 
generation to the next, each one making 
its contribution, and any attempt to 
stereotype things as they are to-day is 
contrary to the whole spirit of reconstruc- 
tion.”’ 

His own idea (continued Dr, Orwin) was 
that. the basic aim should be to give a 
better life, both material and spiritual, to 
those who lived by the land. How could 
we improve their economic position, and 
give them the amenities which were con- 
spicuously absent from their lives at 
present? p 

However much local agriculture might 
benefit by the development of more 
local industrial markets, however much 
the provision of amenities and_ public 
services would be facilitated by the 
presence of the industrial population, 
we had still got to remember that 
agriculture was the business with 
which most of us were chiefly concerned, 
and any replanning of the countryside 
had got to consider the kind of life which 
agriculture afforded its workers on the 
purely material side. 

“This brings me to a problem of rural 
reconstruction which, I believe, lies at the 
root of the matter. Are our farms and 
fields themselves designed to facilitate the 
greatest production by the most economic 
means? Agriculture cannot be an ex- 
panding industry, and the only way by 
which to pay higher wages is by increasing 
the value of the output of the labour 
employed. You can do this by subsidies, 
as we are doing now, or you can do it 
by increasing the mechanical equipment of 
the farm. A man can milk ten cows by 
hand, A man and a boy can milk thirty 
cows with a milking machine. A man 
and a boy can milk sixty cows 
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with a Hosier bail, Other things 
being equal, the man on the Hosier bail 1s 
worth about four times as much as the hand 
milker, and about twice as much as the 
man on the milking machine. But this 
sort of labour organisation is impossible 
on many farms because of their size and 
layout. 

“* Before we can expect the State to put 
its hand deep in its pocket to assist rural 
industry and rural workers, we have got 
to make a careful survey of all the cir- 
cumstances of country life to-day, and be 
prepared with a reconstruction scheme as 
big as anything which is likely to be pro- 
posed for industrial reconstruction.”’ 


POST-WAR BUILDING 
INDUSTRY 


Tue Federation of Associations of 
Specialists and Sub-contractors issues 
from 21, Tothill-street, London, 8.W.1, 
the following statement, which has 
also been sent to the Minister of 
Works :— 


The problem facing the building 
industry is only a particular phase of the 
national one, namely, the planning of 
industry for the maximum rehabilitation 
of the millions of men and women who 
have been diverted from their normal 
peace-time occupations for service in the 
Armed Forces or in war production. The 
magnitude of the task is colossal, and, 
although the objective can be very simply 
stated as the maximum - re-employment 
with minimum delay in normal peace-time 
production, the conflicting issues are so 
many that national policy must be based 
on the most comprehensive review of all 
the issues involved, otherwise plans pro- 
duced will tend to frustration and not to 
the securing of the objective. 

The building industry, because of the 
huge ‘‘ labour ’’ force involved, ranging 
from the professional consultants to the 
unskilled operative, will be charged with 
a grave responsibility, and it is for this 
reason the Federation has felt it necessary 
to draw attention to a particular aspect of 
the problem which at present seems to be 
receiving no official consideration, namely, 
the proper balancing of types of construc- 
tion to ensure the fullest use of labour and 
materials. 

Building construction, renovation and 
repair can be broadly grouped into three 
divisions :— 

(a) Domestic—cottages, houses, flats 

(b) Communal — churches, schools, 
hospitals, theatres, cinemas, hotels. 

(c) Commercial—covering factories, 
warehouses, administration. 

It is almost impossible to get an exact 
division of the building construction under 
these three headings, but an approximate 
division over 1938-39 would be roughly 
60 per cent. in value under (a), the remain- 
ing 40 per cent. being almost equally 
divided between (b) and (c). Each of these 
divisions calls for particular types of 
labour ‘and materials, and whilst there is 
considerable similarity in regard to 
employment and materials for divisions 
(b) and (c) there is great dissimilarity 
between (a) and the other two divisions. 
This is due to the fact of the greater use 
of specialist and sub-contracting services 
on work falling under divisions (6) and (c), 
these services necessitating the employ- 
ment of skilled labour in the use of 
specialist material not provided by 
builders, as generally understood. 

Economically, there must be a balance 
between these three divisions, and the 
nearer the approach to this balance the 
more successful will be the post-war 
planning. To develop any group at the 
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expense of the others would entail con- 
siderable dislocation, not only in regard to 
employment on actual building operations, 
but also on material supply and training 
facilities for craftsmen. At first sight the 
industry might be regarded as a home 
industry ; this is only partially true as the 
materials used have an important effect on 
the general national economic position 
arising from the balance of trade. 


In regard to (a), importation aspects are 
much greater in regard to materials than 
in (6) and (c), and furthermore many of 
the building materials of (b) and (c), have 
export aspects greatly in excess of those 
of materials used in sub-division (a). It 
thus becomes: apparent that any reduction 
of (6) and (c) sub-divisions would cut right 
across the prosecution of a vigorous export 
policy which can only be achieved by price 
determination on the most efficient manu- 
facture, which is governed by securing the 
optimum output. Thus, if there is no call 
for. those materials in the home market, it 
will so prejudicially affect the production 
cost that it will render overseas competi- 
tion ‘more difficult, particularly if there is 
to be no setback in the general social stan- 
dard in this country. Another point affect- 
ing the export aspect is that if the build- 
ing industry undertakes jobs overseas they 
are as a rule specifically jobs falling in the 
(6) and (ec) divisions. 

Reference has already been made to the 
fact that construction under the divisions 
(b) and (c) necessitates the employment of 
different, types of trained labour from that 
of division (a). In this ‘‘ domestic” 
division the majority of the people 
employed are covered by the National 
Joint Council for the Building Industry. 
In (6) and (c).there are many thousands of 
men operating under agreements not., in 
any way controlled by that Council, and the 
problems of the proper use of this labour 
in national rehabilitation must be ade- 
quately solved. Furthermore, the necessary 
training of apprentices for the specialist 
and sub-contracting trades can only’ be 
satisfactorily secured by their employment 
in the widest range of building construc- 
tion. One further point on employment is 
that undoubtedly work under divisions (J) 
and (c) create the fullest scope for employ- 
ment of the professional and_ technical 
services, which can never be fully used if 
building falls mainly under division (a). 


It is considered, therefore, that in the 
post-war planning for the building indus- 
try it is essential to establish a balance 
between the divisions above-mentioned. It 
would not matter much if (b) and (c) were 
treated as one for the purpose of securing 
the balance, but undoubtedly there must 
be no confusion as between (a) and the 
other divisions. There seems to be no 
reason why a percentage division between 
the groups should not be determined at an 
early date as the basis of Government 
policy for post-war building. The problem 
of renovation, due not only to war damage 
but also the more general damage which 
will have resulted through lack of main- 
tenance, will mean a@ severe call on the 
services of the craftsmen to a_ greater 
extent than the unskilled operatives. This 
must be taken into consideration in post- 
war planning and proper provision made 
for the allocation of materials and labour 
to this end. 

The Federation urges that post-war 
building should be so planned that maxi- 
mum employment of all classes of workers 
and of materials is secured and that our 
national rebuilding can run parallel with 
the country making its fullest effort in 
establishing an extended international 
trade, on which this country so vitally 
depends, but this can only be achieved by 
a balanced building programme.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


Regional Planning Officers. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning what were the 
names of his ten regional planning 
officers; what were their office addresses; 
how much were they paid; and what ex- 
perience had they had to enable them to 
give guidance to local authorities in the 
intricate post-war planning problems. 

Mr. W. Morrison replied: The 
names and office addresses of my regional 
planning officers are given in the state- 
ment below. Each receives a salary of 
£900 per annum. They have professional 
qualifications as members of the Town 
Planning Institute, architects, engineers 
or. surveyors, and had, before appoint- 
ment, experience either as consultants in 
planning, planning officers to local 
authorities or planning inspectors of the 
Ministry of Health.

Planning Staff. Met 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning if he would state 
the present number of his staff; the 
number before it was transferred from the 
Ministry of Works and Planning; the 
estimated annual cost of his department; 
and the annual cost when it was attached 
to the Ministry of Works and Planning. 

Mr. H. Strauss said that the number 
of the staff was at present 183, of whom 
145 were transferred from the Ministry of 
Works and Planning. The estimated cost 
of the department for the current finan- 
cial year was £172,430. Since certain ser- 
vices were common to the Planning De- 
partment and other Departments of the 
Ministry of Works and Planning, it was 
impossible to give a separate figure of 
the annual cost of the Planning Depart- 
ment of that peruse ip 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning whether he was 
aware that many local authorities offered 
less than £6 per week to planning officers; 
and whether he was satisfied that such 
remuneration was adequate to attract 
trained and experienced experts. : 

Mr. Strauss said that he did not think 
that the offer of such a salary would be 
sufficient to attract trained and experi- 
enced experts in planning, but he had no 
information which supported the sug- 
gestion that many local authorities were 
offering less than this amount to such 
officers. 


Planning Schemes. 

Sir CurHBerT HeaDiaM asked how many 
town planning schemes were in existence 
which were sanctioned before the out- 
break of the present war. ; 

Mr. Strauss said that 147 planning 
schemes now operative in England and 
Wales had been approved before the out- 
break of the present war, and ten more 
had been approved and become operative 
subsequently. — 
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Suggested Courses. 

Mk. Bossom asked the President of the 
Board of Education whether he would 
institute, in consultation with the Minis- 
ter of Town and Country Planning, 
courses of lectures in town and country 
planning which could be attended by 
trained and practising architects whose 
existing knowledge prepared them for 
professional work of this nature. 

Mr. J. CHuTeR EDE said that the Presi- 
dent would consult the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning and see whether 
arrangements could be made for the pro- 
vision of courses of the type indicated. 


Codes of Practice. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
whether he would substitute his codes of 
peeeeee. when complete, for existing 

uilding regulations and/or model by- 
laws of the Ministry of Health; and if 
they would be made to apply to all towns, 
cities and rural areas. 

Mr. Hicks said that every step would 
be taken to secure the most effective use 
of codes of good building practice when 
these were completed. The Ministry of 
Health was represented on the Codes of 
Practice Committee, and when the codes 
were established the question as to what 
action was desirable would be considered 
by the two Ministries. Meanwhile, the 
first thing was to secure agreement on 
what was good practice and to establish 
the codes. 

Mr. Bossom: Will the hon. gentleman 
consider making it apply to all villages 
and towns throughout the country? 

Mr. Hicks: That is the aim. 


Location of Industries. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning, as the Minister of 
Health was now urging local authorities 
to proceed with their plans for post-war 
housing, whether he would restrict or 
define’ the location and approximate 
extent of new industries, or the revival of 
old ones, in any area. 

Mr. Srravuss said’ that preliminary 
housing arrangements, which the Minis- 
ter of Health had asked Housing Authori- 
ties to make, were limited to a one-year’s 
building programme, on which the major 
problems of reconstruction referred to 
were not likely to arise.

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Housing Priorities. 

Mr. PaRKER asked the Minister of 
Health whether priority would be given 
in all building for civilian purposes to 
the reconstruction of council houses and 
those being bought through building 
societies. 

Mr. E. Brown said that the question 
of post-war building priorities was one 
for decision by the Government after 
consideration of the advice given to them 
by the Minister of Works, who was sur. 
veying the whole field’ in consultation 
with the other Ministers concerned. But 
he gladly repeated the assurance which 
he _e recently in the House that he 
would press for the highest priority for 
housing work in view of its vital im. 
portance to the health and well-being of 
the nation, and he would certainly have 
regard to the important poing raised by 
Mr. Parker. 


Merseyside Scheme. 

COMMANDER Bower asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works on what grounds it had been 
decided that contracts under the pro- 
= scheme for the repair of C (b) 

ouses on Merseyside should be on a cost- 
plus basis instead of the fixed price basis 
which had hitherto predominated. 

Mr. Hicks said it was decided by the 
Minister after consultation with the 
Ministry of Health and the War Damage 
Commission that the cost-plus system 
with erm aed supervision offered the 
only satisfactory method of dealing with 
the accelerated repair of ,-bomb-damaged 
houses in large numbers, by means of 
pooling the resources of local builders 
and operatives. 


Pooling of Builders. 

COMMANDER Bower asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works on what ground he had decided 
to introduce a voluntary scheme to pool 
all builders and contractors in the 
Merseyside area; and in what respects 
this scheme was superior to the present 
arrangement under which small firms 
had repaired and maintained nearly a 
oo of a million houses since May, 


Mr. Hicks said that the scheme was 
notconfined to the Merseyside area, but was 
being applied in all districts where there 
were substantial numbers of bomb- 
damaged houses. He was fully aware of 
the excellent work which small firms had 
done both in Merseyside and in many 
other parts of the country in the repair 
and maintenance of houses, but with a 
view to accelerating the repair of the 
large number of bomb-damaged houses 
so as to make them habitable, the Govern- 
ment had decided that it was necessary 
to organise the work on a larger scale. 
The scheme which would use (with cer- 
tain exceptions) only immobile labour, 
employed mainly by the medium and 


,small builder, had been devised so as to 


secure that the necessary labour was 
made available with the voluntary assist- 
ance of the industry, thus avoiding the 
more serious interference which would 
be caused by the operation of the normal 
method of direction. He was satisfied 
that such a scheme would produce 
greater efficiency and economy than a 
series of individual unco-ordinated 
contracts. 


Repairs to Cottages. 

Str RatpH Giyn asked the Minister of 
Labour whether he was aware of the difli- 
culties encountered by local authorities, 
and other property owners, in maintain- 
ing cottages in a fit state of repair; and 
whether he would consult with the Minis- 
ter of Health on this matter, and give in- 
structions that no more building opera- 
tives were to be called from rural dis- 
tricts, but that, if possible, the staff of 
local builders should be augmented in 
order that the work should properly 
overtaken. 
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” HE wide open spaces” where all the buildings

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Mr. M. McCorquovaLe said that the 
requirements of the Forces and the con-

LAW REPORTS 


DISPUTE BETWEEN LANDLORD AND 
TENANT AS TO APPORTIONMENT OF 
RENT OF GROUND LEASES. QUESTION 
UNDER THE LANDLORD AND TENANT 
(WAR DAMAGE) ACT, 1939. 


CHANCERY DrIvIsIon. 
Before Mr. Justice Utuwatr. 


In Re Orbit Trust, Ltd.’s, Leases. 

This case came befare the Court on two 
summonses which had been taken out by 
the trustees of the Royal Liver Friendly 
Society as the assignees of the freehold 
reversions to two leases, each dated April 
19, 1936, and made between Orbit Trust, 
Ltd., and Langford Property Co., Ltd. 
Both the summonses raised the question 
of the principle on which the Court should 
act in fixing in the case of ground leases 
the amount of rent to be paid under 
Section 10 (I) of the Landlord and Tenant 
(War Damage) Act, 1939, where the pro- 
perty leased had been damaged in part 
by enemy action, but in substantial part 
remained capable of beneficial occupation. 

In the first case the property known as 
Woodlands, Beulah Hill, consisted of a 
block of flats and garages at Norwood, 
London, 8.E., which on separate occa- 
sions in September and October, 1940, 
and March, 1941, was damaged by enemy 
action, with the result that 47 flats and 
10 garages out of 107 flats and 35 garages 
were rendered ‘‘ unfit’’ within the mean- 
ing of the Act. The Langford Property 
Co., Ltd., following the passing of the 
Landlord and Tenant (War Damage) 
(Amendment) Act, 1940, served a condi- 
tional notice of retention on August 29, 
1941, and on September 26, 1941, the 
Royal Liver Friendly Society made an 
application to fix a rent and that applica- 
tion was transferred from the County 
Court to the High Court. The ground 
rent was £1,750 a year. 

In the other case the property known 
as Lake Close, Wimbledon, consisted of 
32 flats and 10 garages, of which one flat 
was rendered unfit by enemy action, and 
in this case also a conditional notice of 
retention was served and an application 
made to fix a rent. The ground rent in 
this case was £750 a year. 

In these circumstances the tenants’ con- 
tention was that the loss should be shared 
between themselves and the landlords and 
the rent apportioned accordingly. The 
landlords, however, contended that whole 
loss ought to fall on the tenants and the 
original rent maintained. 

_ His lordship held that the ground rent 
in both cases was to be apportioned. 

In the course of giving judgment his 
lordship said the Court, in exercising 
jurisdiction under Section 10 of the Act of 
1939, need not treat ground leases on a 
principle differing from that applicable to 
other leases. The Court had to try to fix 
a rent fair and equitable in the light of 
all relevant circumstances. In the first 
case the proportionate sum worked out at

REQUISITION OF FACTORY PREMISES

was whether the Court had power to

‘“‘ competent authority’ in requisitioning 
under lation 51 of the General 
(Defence) Regulations, 1939, the factory 
in North-west London beloaging to the 
plaintiffs, Carltona, Ltd, manufacturers 
of food products. The factory premises 
were requisitioned for storage purposes, 
and the company claimed a declaration 
that the defendants, the Commissioners of 
Works, Lord Wooiton (Minister of Focd) 
and Mr. Ernest Bevin (Minister of Labour 
and National Service) were not entitled on 
the facts and in the circumstances to take 
possession of the factory, and that a notice 
dated November 4; 1942, served on 
plaintiffs was invalid and of no force or 
effect. 

The defence was that as the requisition 
was made under regulation 51 of the Regu- 
lations of 1939, the Court had no power 
to inquire into the reasonableness of the 
action of the competent authority. 

His lordship gave judgment for the 
defendants. 

In the course of giving judgment, he 
said that the plaintiffs had contended that 
for reasons given by their witnesses the 
building was unsuitable for the use to 
which the Government proposed to put it 
once they kad ion. It was clear, 
however, that the Court had no power to 
review the way in which the competent 
authority had exercised the power given 
to it by regulation 51, and they were the 
only persons to be satisfied that the 
decision was necessary or expedient. 

Judgment was accordingly entered for 
the defendants with costs.

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LICENSED PREMISES AND 
RECONSTRUCTION 


L.C.C.’s RECOMMENDATION TO 
MORRIS COMMITTEE 


Txe London County Council is recom- 
mended by its General Purposes Com- 
mittee that written evidence on behalf of 
the Council be submitted to the Com- 
mittee on Damaged Licensed Premises and 
Reconstruction, appointed by the Home 
Secretary, with recommendations to the 
effect that— 

(i) Machinery should be brought into 
existence to facilitate, in connection with 
the acquisition of licensed premises by a 
local authority for any of its statutory 


urposes— ; : 

(a) the reinstatement in other pre- 
mises of licensed premises so acquired ; 

(6) the redistribution of licences within 
an area which is being developed and/or 
other districts. 

(ii) Town-planning ps ah yp should 
be a ground for (a) refusal to renew a 
licence, and (6) for payment of compensa- 
tion from the compensation fund, and that 
such cases should be dealt with by the 
compensation authority without reference 
from the licensing justices. 

(iii) As regards “‘ reconstruction areas,”’ 
licences should be granted or renewed only 
in respect of premises the sites of which 
have been so allocated under a Recon- 
struction Plan, 

(iv) As regards licensed premises which 
are non-conforming from the point of view 
of the town-planning scheme, and which 
are not acquired by a local authority in 
connection with the exercise of any of its 
statutory functions :— 

(a) when it is proposed to rebuild the 
premises, licences should not be renewed 
unless the premises are in accord with 
the zoning of the appropriate town- 
planning scheme or the town-planning 
authority otherwise consent; 

(b) when no question of rebuilding 
arises, but a ‘life’’ has been given to 
the premises (as recommended by the 
Uthwatt Committee) licences should not 
be renewed beyond the period of such 
‘‘jife,”’ or the period after which the 
town-planning authority may terminate 
the non-conforming user, whichever is 
the earlier. 

(v) There should be consultations be- 
tween town-planning authorities and repre- 
sentatives of authorities concerned with 
licensing, so as to co-ordinate the exercise 
of the functions of the several authorities 
in relation to licensed premises, whether 
or not they are acquired by a local auth- 
ority, or included in the area of local 
authority reconstruction or redevelopment 
schemes. 

(vi) At such consultations, planning 
authorities should have the right to ex- 
press their views as to the adequacy and 
location of licensed premises in the area 
to be planned and other matters affecting 
such premises. 

(vii) Machinery should be established to 
deal with licensing matters arising from 
the overflow of some of the population of 
the Administrative County of London into 
the surrounding areas, including questions 
of redundancy and redistribution, etc., of 
licences consequent on planning proposals ; 
and also to deal with all cases of ‘‘ special 
removal’’ affecting an area of more than 
one licensing district. 

(viii) Consideration should be given to 
the question whether the whole or part 
of the monopoly values payable on the 
grant of new licences should not be paid 
into a general fund to be utilised to sup- 
plement local compensation funds. 

(ix) Consideration should be given to the 
question :— 
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(a) whether there should be one com- 
pensation authority and one fund to em- 

race an area wider than that of the 
Administrative County of London; 

or (6) whether there should be one 
general compensation fund and a uni- 
form rate of levy for the whole country. 


RENT RESTRICTION 


Ir has been represented to the Minister 
of Health that, despite the publicity 
already given to the subject of rent re- 
striction, the public generally are still not 
sufficiently aware of the main provisions 
of the Rent Restrictions Acts, or of the 
powers of local authorities to give infor- 
mation to landlords and tenants about 
their rights and duties under those Acts 
and to take proceedings for offences 
against them. These powers cannot be 
effectively exercised in the absence of in- 
quiries and complaints, and the Minister 
is confident that local authorities will 
agree that it is important that the public 
should be informed of these matters and 
encouraged to approach local authorities 
freely when in doubt or difficulty on ques- 
tions relating to rents. 

The Minister thinks it essential, there- 
fore, that all local authorities should fol- 
low the example of those who have dis- 
played posters which briefly explain the 
salient features of the Acts, and, in order 
to assist, he has had printed supplies of 
a poster. -Local authorities are asked to 
arrange for this poster to be displayed in 
all prominent places in their areas. The 
publicity given by the Circular is bound 
to result in an increased number of in- 
quiries and complaints, which can only 
be dealt with promptly if a small com- 
mittee is set up by each authority. 
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NEWS ITEMS 


Electrical Contracting Wages. 

As from the second pay-day in April, 
1943, for the pay period covered by that 
pay-day, the Cost of Living (War Adjust- 
ment) is 18s, 4d. per week, such addition 
to remain current up to and including the 
first pay-day in July, 1943. 

Repair of Houses in Rural Areas. 

The Minister of Health has addressed 
a Circular (No. 2799) to rural district 
councils asking them to consider, as a 
matter of urgency, what steps can be taken 
in each district to arrest the deterioration 
of houses, using existing statutory powers. 
In some cases the authority is empowered 
to purchase properties now let at a nominal 
rent, and to carry out repairs themselves, 
In other cases notices may be served on 
the owners. It is not expected that the 
value of bringing the houses up to a ‘‘ war- 
time standard of repair ’’ would normally 
exceed the statutory £100 limit. 


Estimating for Buildings and Public 
Works. 

Mr. B. Price Davies, F.8.I., F.R.I.B.A., 
writes: It has been found necessary to 
issue another edition of my ‘‘ Estimating 
for Buildings and Public Works” re- 
cently, and some additions and minor 
revisions have been made in this last 
edition (the 10th), as compared with the 
9th edition, issued during July, 1939. A 
supplement has been compiled embodying 
the chief items of additions and revisions 
to the 9th edition, and a copy sent free 
to each registered reader of such edition. 
Will you kindly publish this letter so that 
your readers who are entitled to the sup- 
plement and who have not yet received a 
copy can apply to me at Town Hall, 
Bangor, Carns.
